On Monday, December 16, 1946, Mr. Napier and I visited the 
Naval Communications Annex for the purpose of reviewing their methods 
of handling the decryption of Spanish Diplomatic Traffic. General 
observations as to the physical organization, source and nature of 
traffic handled, and physical facilities available there, follow: 


GENER AL ORGANI ZAT ION 

The Navy's organization for decrypting Spanish material may 
be considered as divided into three groups: Supervisory and Translation, 

Logging, and Cryptographic and Cryptanalytic work. The Spanish group 
appears to be under the general supervision of Mr. Darby aided by two 
assistants, Mr. Sandejo and Miss Dupuy. These three persons administrate 
the handling of the Spanish traffic, including decrypting assignments. 
They also do all of the translating and check each other's work before 
sending it out for publication. 

Two per sons are engaged full time in logging incoming Spanish 
traffic. Master log books are used containing sheets approximately 
15 inches by 18 inches each carrying about 15 columns for logging 
message identification characteristics, and. analysis status. The 
logging is divided into three main sections: 


1. Madrid "outgoing" traffic. 

2. Madrid "incoming" traffic. 

3. Interstation traffic - Spanish Diplomatic Traffic not 
coming from or going to Madrid . 




SOURCE OF TRAFFIC AND QUANTITY HANDLER 



A detailed list of the sources of traffic was observed on the 
logging table. This list gave the names of all stations and points from 
which traffic was obtained* Roughly there were four major sources: 

(n-AwC) 

1. Army and Navy interception stations. Thirty different 
monitoring posts were listed covering many parts of the world including points 
in Panama, French Morocco and so forth. 

2. Array and Navy interception (Mobile) stations. Ten mobile 
stations -were listed covering widely scattered points 'from the Far East 
to Africa. 

3. Miscellaneous sources. This involves contacts through major / < *. tJ , 
cable companies, wireless and so forth. Contacts were noted for I, T. & T, X 
Western Union, Mackay Radio, R.C.A., in New York, Washington, San Antonio, J 

and San Francisco. 

4. Foreign Sources. Two British posts, one in London and one in 
Singapore and four Canadian posts were listed as sources of , traffic. 

The exact figures on the quantity of traffic received and iiandled are 
available in the statistics listed for the monthly 'summary similar^ to 
those we recently made up for Arlington Hail, A general perusal of the 
statistics for November and December indicated that approximately 1350 
original Spanish diplomatic type messages were received and. perhaps twice 
as much in duplicates. Of these about 200 were deciyptecf. Dttf^g.the first 
week in December about 150 were received and about 20 decrypSeclf ^Irf addition, 
this unit in the Naval Communications Annex also handles types of traffic 
other than the formal diplomatic, including Spanish police . 3. I. S . and 
Spanish Republican govemment-in-exile . 

PHYSICAL FACILITIES NOW ON HAND 

It was impossible to make a detailed study of all physical 
facilities used but generally i^ jip. s,- no f £e d ^tha t about three filing 
cabinets full of worksheets* and partly ' recovered*^dditives originally 
supplied to the Navy by Arlington Hall and supplemented by Navy Analysis, 
were on hand. Most of these worksheets contained several messages each of 
which were in the same key and for which partly recovered additives were 
obtained. These sheets of superimposed messages were referred to as 
•’over-laps”. This particular material is highly essential toward success- 
ful analysis of much of the Spanish Diplomatic traffic. In addition the ■ 
physical facilities included copies of the code books and special books ‘ 
containing all completely recovered additives thus far obtained. In this j 
connection the Navy had constructed special wooden forms for holding code 

books upright on desks. It was quite apparent that this device, \ 

Page two although very simple, was quite effective in saving time and ;i 

affording convenience. Paper bags whose contents were disposed 
of daily were placed here and there throughout the Crypt Units 







for collecting “classified” scrap paper, and so forth but this seemed to be ■ 
a rabner/^n^e approach to this particular security problem. 

The Y/orkShee't$ M jllus the books containing trie completely recovered additives 
constitute the basis for the decrypting efforts. A small book called the 
“Latin Key Book" -was available for decrypting Spanish S, I. S. traffic. 

This book contained descriptions of the cryptographic system in use. This 
is by no means a complete description of all the physical facilities avail- 
able at tiie Naval Annex but represents the material observed on the first 
visit. 

On Tuesday, December 17, 3.74b, Mr. ylapier and I continued our 
review of procedures and techniques employed in the Naval Communications 
Annex for handling Spanish diplomatic traffic. As a result of this review 
the following observations are being noted. 

Raw unprocessed traffic comes into the "NW“ Section of the Naval 
Conmuni cations Annex where all raw traffic handled by this Navy group is 
sorted and classified. The Spanish diplomatic traffic is here segregated 
from all other code material being worked on and is also classified 
according to the particular system of encipherment being used on that 
Spanish intercept. Each message is stamped with a stamp noting SPDA-1, 
or SPDG-2, and so forth, according to the cryptographic system. In addition 
to the sorting and classifying in this N V< Unit, an NW serial number is 
assigned. The traffic is then sent by pneumatic tubes up to the Spanish 
decrypting center for complete processing. 

The first operation upon receipt of the traffic in the decrypting 
center is the logging. Three log books are used, two of which were previ- 
ously described as containing sheets about 15 by lo inches, one book for 
traffic incoming to Madrid and one book for traffic outgoing to Madrid, 
a portion of one of these two being used for inter-station traffic. Indi- 
vidual sheets in these two large logging books contain 50 lines on each 
side thus permitting the logging of 50 messages per side. The left most 
column contains serial numbers 1 through 50 and the back side of the sheet 
has its left most column containing serial numbers 51 through 00, with 
aeku tional ■ space provided for adding a numerical prefix designating the 
particular series of message numbers being logged. At the bottom of the 
sheet there is a provision for entering the circuit points (the link) and 
the year of logging. Log books are broken down according to circuits. 

In addition to the first column set up for designating the serial numbers 
of messages , successive columns o 1 :' the printed form are arranged for 
entries on message dates, systems , filing time, source, number of groups, 
intercept number, bulletin number, cross reference , worksheet number and 
nine columns arranged for entering the first nine groups of each message. i 

The third main log book is a smaller book used for logging all 
miscellaneous traffic whose indicator groups could not be broken down for 
determining the accurate message number. All such messages are entered 
by date of receipt. (Cairo — Madrid) . 
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The non-readablo tape enciphered messages are immediately filed by the 
logging clerk in a special file according to circuit and date. The table 


constitutes traffic for which all tables are available and the decryption 


routed directly by the logging clerk to one of the lower grade employees 


The second type of table messages, those necessitating recovery or veri- 
fication of key additives, is routed to tho supervisor- in charge who 
prepares a small "status” card and assigns the message for decryption. 
This status card has provision for showing: 


and four main columns to show the actual stage of the decryption, who is 
doing it according to dogarbling, decryption, solution and translation. 
The term solution is here used to designate messages superimposed for the 
purpose of developing key additives. The status card is maintained in a 
small bo;: on tho supervisor's desk and the cards are filed by circuit and 
date. They are maintained until complete decryption and translation and 
then they are "destroyed. 


to a special table holding a group of several books which contain keys for 
developing the indicator group and all accompanying key additives thus far 
derived for that particular serial number and circuit. The decryption is 
carried out by the use of a standard form "Work Sheet" approximately 8 x 12 
inches. Tills is a printed form for placing enciphered code digits table 
or taped keys, the unenciphered code digits, and derived Spanish text 
equivalent. This printed form provides for about three {'roups of lines 
covering the afore-mentioned four parts of the decryption procedure as well 
as message identification properties. If the decryption necessitates the 
use of superimposed groups of several messages the new message is usually 
entered on a large sheet of coordinate paper containing the previously 
received messages in that same key. Thus all messages in the same key 
are constantly being placed on the same large worksheet (an "over-lap" sheet) 
until the key additives are completely derived. If after adding the most 
recent message to the previously received ones, results still are incomplete, 
that is, complete decryptions cannot be effected, then this large coordinate 
paper worksheet is again’ filed away among other similarly incomplete de- 
cryption worksheets, filed by circuit and message number for future refer- 
ence and use. There appear to be two filing cabinets filled with this type 
of worksheets ,

In those cases where complete decrypts ons are effected either through 
the development of additives or upon application of previously obtained 
additives the worksheet is then turned over bo one of the three members of 
the supervisory and translation staff who assigns a worksheet number to the 
worksheet. This worksheet number is obtained from a log book of worksheet 
numbers divided into three main groups. Thus a series of worksheet numbers 
is used in all traffic originating from Madrid, a second series for all 
traffic going to Madrid, and a third series for inter-station traffic. 

Worksheet numbers are derived in each group by checking these off in 
consecutive order as needed. This worksheet number is then logged into 
the main log. 


traffic is the translation of the text listed on the worksheet. This 
translation is done by any one of the three supervisor personnel and the 
resulting translation placed on a special Translation Form Sheet. The 
translation is usually entered on the Form Sheet in handwritten form but 
may be typewritten. The Translation Form also contains provisions for 
entering the necessary message identification data to be used later in 
the publication of the decryption. If the message is to be summarised 
rather than completely translated, a special Message Summary Sheet Form 
is used. The decision as to whether a Summary Sheet or complete translation 
is to be offered is made by the supervisory group but this decision is 
■SGpjmmmiBiy based on a set of rules in printed form drawn up over at 
Arlington Hall.

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It -was generally observed that the group of fourteen persons 
enlaced in decrypting Spanish diplomatic traffic were primarily of 
linguistic background. Their work is more of a cryptographic nature than 
a cryptanalytic one. No heavy analysis is performed on unsolved material, 
this* phase of the work being handled by a special research section of the 
navy Communications Annex, Another general observation of interest is that 
the logging clerk performs several duties in addition to straight logging, 
for example the filing of tape enciphered material which could not be 
broken and the decipherment of indicator groups for message numbers.

On December 30th Hr. Napier and 1 completed the survey of the 
Navy 1 s handling of Mexican, Panamanian, Cuban, Haitian and Dominican 
Republic Diplomatic Traffic, The Impelling of these intercepts, the logging 
and decryption follows generally the same pattern as the handling of the 
Spanish described previously. The same type of logging sheets and work- 
sheets are used. 

The work is under the general supervision of Dr, Wonder.- Five 
additional technicians were employed regularly but Wonder said that there 
were plans for an immediate expansion to include two or three additional 
employees to handle the work.

At the present time the Cryptanalysis Section/ls maintaining a 'number of 
miscellaneous intercepts which are not now being used. It is recommended that 
this group of intercepts * listed on the attached sheet, be transferred to the 
Eighth Floor Administrative Files for maintenance similar to the intercepts pre- 
viously sent there. 


Retention rather than destruction of these intercepts is recommended for 
the following reasons: 

1. The Security Division may at an y time request 
cryptanalytic work on portions of this traffic. 

2. Some of the traffic may become readable by virtue 
of information submitted to us in the future by 
our sources in Europe, 


It is also recommended that the card index Call Letter File now maintained 
in the Cryptanalysis Section likewise be transferred to the Eighth Floor Adminis- 
trative Files, The- Call Letter File is a cross index by call letters to certain 
miscellaneous messages listed on the attached group. 

Final disposition of this material will be made at the same time the dis- 
opsition of all traffic now in the Administrative Files is taken care of. 

Periodic ticklers are being maintained on -the status of tjds material by Super- 
visor L . L , Tyler and myself. v 


Included in this transfer are ajl cipher message record sheets and monthly 
technical summaries pertaining to these cases.

Dear Father: 


At this time I have just received your letter in which you told 
me of your joy over the news concerning the Caustic Soda (lye), and that 
also told me that all at home are well, which makes me happy and I trust that 
God may continue caring for all. 

Also I have just received permission from Washington, for the 
space that the material has to occupy in the boat, therefore I am sure that 
this material vail leave for Panama by the end 1 of this week at the latest. 

I will explain with more detail what you should do in order to take the material 
from the Store House of Panama, in case you have no help. 

With respect to the electric motor and the Diferential that you 
requested I think that I am going to have some difficulty, as -you know, since 
the beginning of the war everything that contains iron or any other material 
needed for national defense in this country has been prohibited from export. 
Already you will see that no cars or other kinds of machines are sent to 
Panama. I am going to attend to the matters immediately and will soon let 
you know the results. 

Tell Villa that I am ashamed about the letter X owe her, but 
I hope that she will pardon me because these last months have been very 
busy, the last months of my school and then the change from Los Angeles to 
San Francisco from where I am now writing. You must know that since I have 
been in the United States, I have been in the State of California in which are 
located Los Angeles and San Francisco. 

As soon as the material leaves for Panama I will write you again. 
With affectionate love for all at home, receive a strong embrace from your son 
who loves you.

Mother, after 
having spoken with you, and you can imagine the happiness I feel and what I 
would have given to have been able to see you at the same time, then you called 
we were here in the Consulate, Uncle Alberto, Chave, Albertito, and the Baby, 
thus it was truly a family reunion. 

At first Then Chave told me that Mother had called Uncle Roberto 
and that the call would come through at two in the afternoon, it frightened me 
since I thought that at best it would be bad news from Panama, for I wrote you 

the day after having arrived at Los Angeles and I thought that this letter would 

have been received a long time ago. Thinking that you had heard from me I 
could not imagine Thy you called. 

It ms very bad of me not to send a telegram to Uncle Roberto 
during the days that I was in Los Angeles telling him that I was there, since 
thus he would have been able to give you my newsj but truly the fault was not 

mine alone but that of the boys who were to take me to some place to send the 

telegram to Uncle Alberto but they never took me by the place for another. 

I am so sorry that you were frightened on not receiving news 
of me but I hope that you will not be again since you should know that how 
with censorship the letters are often late and the blame is not ours that you 
do not receive a letter for I, wherever I may be, write you every week.

As soon as he arrives I am going to get him into a 
fraternity so that he can learn English rapidly and I am going to make him 
study much. As I said on the telephone I think I am going to leave San Fran- 
cisco next Sunday and leave Los Angeles Tuesday the l£>th for Baton Rouge since 
I have to be there the 18th. 

You can imagine the happiness that I feel at this time since it 
seems that I saw you only a short time ago. 

I am going to close since the Baby has me almost crazy because 
we are going to the theatre.
